Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

2. Claims 1-4, 13-14, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Prior Art (APA hereinafter. Figures 1-2) in view of Kamimura et al (JP 2000- 
275629). 

APA discloses all claimed elements except for the black matrix made of cholesteric 

liquid crystal. 

Kamimura teaches that the use of a black matrix having a cholesteric structure improves 
usage efficiency of light since it does not absorb light. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to employ a black matrix having a cholesteric structure for 
advantages such as improving usage efficiency of light. Further, employing the same material 
for the back matrix and the first polarizer would have been at least obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art for advantages such as reduction of manufacturing steps. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 18-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
. be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the hmitations of the base claim 

and any intervening claims.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art a 
liquid crystal display device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more 
specifically, the black matrix made of the same material as the first polarizer, wherein the 
polarizer reflects one of left-handed circularly polarized light and right-handed circularly 
polarized Ught, and the black matrix reflects the other handed circularly polarized light. 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments pertaining to the subject matter of claims 18-20 have been folly 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 8-20 has been withdrawn. Claims 18- 
20 are now objected.
